value of forest cover as a regulator 
of stream flowing has long been rec­ 
ognized in this country and abroad. 
Forest cover is, furthermore, a defi­ 
nite factor in decreasing erosion and 
subsequent silting of stream chan­ 
nels. 
Most of the streams of value 
for irrigation purposes in the e'Cen-, 
sive territory south of San A n tm ioi 
have their origin in the hilly form a­ 
tion known as the Edwards Plateau 
country, while the watersheds of such 
streams as the Colorado and Brazos 
are from 20 to 60 per cent forested 
for a considerable distance west of 
Austin and Waco. 
It is important 
that existing forest cover be main­ 
tained on all non-agricultural areas 
in that section of the state. 
Further 
more, a vast acreage of non-agricul- 
tural land in this territory, deforest­ 
ed during the past 30 years and now 
more or less eroded 
and 
gullied 
should be again covered with tree 
growth so as to prevent further ero­ 
sion.

The caucus, which will be held the week before the legis­ 
lature convenes here January 9, was called it was understood, 
by Representative Lee Rountree of Bryan and J. E. Quiad of 
El Paso, who were leaders in the movement toward a new con­ 
stitution for the state. 
A recent poll by The Austin American 
showed that more than IO members of the house of representa­ 
tives have pledged their active aid in passing the necessary res­ 
olution to call a constitutional convention, it is expected that a 
large number of representatives will be present for the confer­ 
ence here. 
M A N Y Q U E S T I O N S T O W E I G H IN R E S O L U T I O N S 
Among other questions to be decided by the pro-conven­ 
tion caucus will be the methods by which members of the con­ 
vention, if called, will be chosen, and also the districts to be 
represented, and the size of the convention body, the date when 
the body will be organized for work, and the date when the 
draft, as compiled by the body, of the proposed new constitu­ 
tion.

ADOPT RESOLUTIONS FOR SCHOOLS 


Bryan, Texas, December 28, 1922. 
To the Officers and Members of the Brazos County Trus­ 
tees Association:— We, your committee appointed at the regu­ 
lar meeting held in Bryan on Friday, December 22, 1922, beg 
leave to report that: 
Whereas, a great crisis confronts the en­ 
tire educational system of Texas involving the future perpetu­ 
ity of the public schools the foundation of all education in Tex­ 
as, and the nation, and believing as we do in universal training 
for every child within the scholastic age we beg leave to offer 
the following report: 
Resolution* Adopted 
Resolved, that we endorse the po 
aition of Governor Pat M. N eff as 
noted before tht Texas Teachers Av 
sociation at Houston 
that 
every 
child in Texas should 
receive 
an 
equal share of educational advant­ 
ages founded upon fundam ental prin 
tildes and that our present state 
scholastic fund is totally inadequate 
to meet the requirem ents confront­ 
ing our public schools. 
Resolved, 
That we most heartily 
endorse the statem ent of Governor 
N eff at Houston: 
“ Every child in 
Texas, from the poorest to the rich­ 
est, is entitled to a fair education. 
Not only is the child entitled to it, 
but the State must see that the child 
has it. 
The cost of this education 
is a proper and legitim ate charge 
against the public treasury. 
It will 
cost the State more to let the child 
alone than it will cost to educate 
it. 
This responsibility can not be 
left solely 
to 
local communities. 
Some localities are poor in purse and 
some are poor in brains; to each of 
these, as well as to all others, the 
strong .and far-reaching arm of the 
State should lend a helping hand 
With the conviction that the State is 
primarily responsible for the educa­ 
tion of the youth of the land, I com
